PRICE FIXING AND EXCES- 
4 SIVE TAXATION 


JUST as legislation fails in efforts 
fo: fix prices of a few commodities out 
of harmony with the general level of 
pricés, so an excessive tax rate on some 
ingomes defeats its own purpose and 
ends in failure. 

« . When the power of government is 
used to fix prices on specified commod- 
ities, a high price results in over pro- 
duction anda low price in under pro- 
duction, with the inevitable result that 
atbitrary price fixing yields to the su- 
perior law of supply and demand. 
has been the histoty of all price fixing 
experiments from the days of the Ro- 
man empire. 

In the last few years here in the 
United States we have observed the 
results of the imposition of excessive 
tax rates on the incomes of men of 
wealth. Up to a reasonable limit those 
taxes were successful. [Beyond that 
limit, they were self destructive, for 
men who found themselves burdened 
with an excéssive income tax diverted 
their investments in such a way so as 
to escape the excess. This does not 
mean that they escaped the tax by any 
illegal means. In fact, in all important 
business, the method pursued was ex- 
pressly reeognized by law. 

The United States government has 
always reeognized ‘the rights of states 
and subordinate divisions to issue se- 
curities exempt from. all federal tax- 
ation. More than that, the federal gov- 
ernment itself has expressly directed 
the issuance of securities exempt of 
federal 'taxaxtion. A notable instance 
of this was the issuance of the farm 
loan bonds. These bonds were inade 
non-taxable. Directly, this was a bene- 
fit to the farmers. Indirectly, there 
have been offsets to this benefit which 
probably wiped it out entirely. 

In order to carry on its business 
and to pay the interest on the public 
debt, which must be paid, the govern- 
ment must raise a certain amount of 
revenue annually.-If a portion ‘of that 
revenue be not raised from one class 
of income, a greater burden must be 
placed on other classes to make up the 
deficiency. Thus, when a_ hundred 
million dollars worth of farm loan 
bonds are exempted from income taxes 
it becomes necessary to raise a cor- 
responding amount of revenue from in- 
come not derived from other sources. 
One of these sources, for example, was 
the income of manufacturers of farm 
implements, of boots and shoes and of 
clothing. These manufacturers, in fix- 
ing the prices of their commodities nec- 
essarily include the amount of tax they 
will be compelled to pay the govern- 
ment. This means, that although the 
farmer saved some interest on the 
money he borrowed through the farm 
loan system, he made up that amount 
by the increased price he paid for farm 
machinery, boots and shoes and_ for 
clothing, 

Price fixing bv the government 
will work only so long as it is neces- 
sary for the law of supply and demand 
to get into operation. An excessive in- 
come tax will work temporarily, but it 
will work as it was designed to work, 
only so long as is necessary for men of 
business affairs to adjust themselves 
to its provisions. 

The present regime in Russia had 
the power to confiscate the profits of 
private industry. That worked perfect 
in the first instance, but the result was 
that private industry ceased to pro- 
‘duce; There has been a revival of pri- 
vate industry in Russia only: to the 
exxtent that the government has relax- 
ed its confiscatory policy., Hundreds of 
millions of dollars have been with- 
drawn from active enterprise in the 
United States: because of tax rates 
A ners. deem confiscatory. 
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UNEQUAL DISTRIBUTION 


NATURE has wrecked her dis- 
pleasure on two western communities 
during the week and man, being of in- 
quiring turn of mind is apt to wonder 
why it could not be arranged so that 
some of our excess rain could fall on 
the dry and burning towns and for- 
ests of north central California. 

However, we may boast of our 
achievements as the earth's highest 
product, we must admit our pitiful 
weakness when the elements rage. The 
most magnificent works of man have 
crumbled in the earthquake; our fin- 
est achievements rise in smoke and our 
strongest structures give way before 
the Hood: And, if by chance, one builds 
an institution, which, by its isolation 
or its intrinsic worth defeats such ele- 


ments, it cannot survive time, the one 
changing anl destructive.

RRAINING MEN 
Approximately 20,000 disabled v«t- 


erans now taking vocational training, 
will be rehabilitated and provided with 
jobs by Jahuary 1, next, recording to 
Gen. Frank Hines, director of the U. 
S. Veteran’s bureau. 

Since ‘the government undertook 
the task of rehabilitating disabled ex- 
service. mep, approximately 40,000 have 
been give training and 97 percent of 
this number have been provided with 
employmeft. There are now about 80,- 


000 undergoing training. 

With.-a leaving by January 1, 
the authorities, of the U. S. Veterans 
Bureau beliewe it is unnecessary to 


open anv mort vocational schools. The 
bureau is receiving the commendation 
of all classes of citizens for its rehabili- 
tation work.

THE GASOLINE TAX 


On: Monday, October 1, 1923, as the result of a 
law passed by the last session of the California 
Legislature, motorists and other users of gasoline 
in California will begin to pay a tax of two cents 
for each gallon of gasoline, or ‘“‘motpr vehicle 
fuel’’, purchased. 


Accordingly, the Standard Oil Company will 
on Monday, October 1, 1923, and from then on 
as long as the law is in effect, include the amount 
of the prescribed tax of two cents in the price 
of each gallon of motor vehicle fuel sold and 
delivered by it in the State of California, except 
‘on such fuel sold and delivered to the United | 
States Government, or for export, and on kero- 
sene. 


This Company will make return of the tax as_ 
provided by the law to “the State Controller of 
this State” together with a verified statement 


on a form “to be prescribed, prepared and fur- 
nished by the State Board of Equalization”. 


The law. provides that any person who pur- 

chases gasoline, or “motor vehicle fuel’’, for pur- 

\ poses other than use in motor vehicles operating 
on the public highways, shall be repaid the 
amount of the tax on the gasoline he purchases. 

He can obtain refund of the tax thus paid by 
application to the State Controller, supported 

by affidavit covering the facts and by invoices, 


The law further provides that ‘‘all motor ve- 
hicle futl used by a distributor in the operation 
of any motor vehicle shall fos, the purposes of 
this act be considered... as though the same 
had been sold by the distributor.” Therefore, 
this Company also is requircd to pay a tax of 
two cents on every gallon of motor vehicle fuel, 
except kerosene, used in the operation of any 
and all of its motor equipment in the State ot
